Beckert In GOF Chairman Race ‘For Complete Term’

Bucks County District Attorney 
Paul R. Beckert made it clear 
yesterday that he will remain a 
candidate for GOP county chair­ 
man and, if elected, on June 23, 
would serve out his term. 
In an interview with this report­ 
er, Beckert said that he was con­ 
fident that he would depose Fred­ 
erick E. Ziegler as county chair­ 
man on June 23. On that day. the 
338 GOP committee men and

women will make a choice be­ 
tween the two. 
Makes Plans Clear 
“I think that it is about time,” 
the 40-year-old Republican leader 
said, “that I made my future 
plans clear to both voters and 
committeepeople in Bucks Coun­ 
ty '* 
Seated in his office on the 
fourth floor of the Bucks County 
Administration Building, in Doy­ 
lestown, Beckert said that he in­ 
tended to put to rest oertain “ill- 
founded and malicious” rumors 


that 
have 
been 
circulating 
throughout Bucks County. 
A letter stating his plans will 
go out to the 338 members of the 
committee next week. he said. 
The rumors, the District At­ 
torney said, reportedly concern 
his either stepping down as a 
candidate prior to June 23 or 
resigning his post after his elec­ 
tion to the county chairmanship. 
Beckert was the prime figure 
behind the insurgent Republican 
Alliance's victory over the Or­ 
ganization in the May Primaries. 


The .Alliance fought t3 get As­ 
semblyman Alan D. Williams and 
State Committeewoman Mrs. Ad­ 
rienne Franklin reelected and 
claimed it had the support of the 
majority of the committee mem- 
ebrs who were elected. 
Beckert maintained yesterday 
that he had 22S committee people 
in his fold. 
Net Solicitation 
The District Attorney said that 
his letter will not be intended 
to solicit the votes of the commit- 
teepeople 


“I want the populace to know 
where I stand,” he said. “The 
committee members should vote 
in accord with the wishes of their 
constituents.” 
Beckert said yesterday that, if 
elected chairman, the ultimate 
policy decisions would be his to 
make. 
He said that the biggest change 
in the policy of his party would 
center on the role of the com- 
mitteeperson. 
Committee To Choose 
Beckett pledged 
that 
future 


elections would be carried out by 
secret ballot and that members 
of the county executive commit­ 
tee would be chosen by commit- 
teepeople and not appointed by 
the chairman. 
“I think Ziegler has failed by 
not doing this,” Beckert said, 
“and his loss of the confidence 
of the voters was reflected by 
the Organization's defeat 
last 
mohth. 
Asked whether he thought that 
there would still be a place for 
Ziegler in the COP organization 


should he be defeated, Beckert 
thought a moment, tugged at his 
tie. and said: “That's difficult 
to answer." 
Then he said: “As far as active 
participation in county politics, 
I would say no,"

HONOLULU (UPI> - The first 
in a series of United States nu­ 
clear tests in the skies over John­ 
son Island in the South Pacific 
was postponed today and resched­ 
uled for tonight at IO p.m. (4 
a m . EDT. Sunday). 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
office confirmed the postponement 
but declined to disclose any rea­ 
son for it. 
The test had been scheduled for 
IO p.m. Friday night, but was put 
off repeatedly. The hundred* of 
Hawaiians who gathered to watch 
the awesome display had dw indled 
to a hardy few by the time the 
final postponement announcement 
was made. 
Leftists Protest

strated in Tokyo before the resi­ 
dence of Prime Minister Hayeto 
Ikeda and the U.S. Embassy

At least one of the series of 
three or four tests was to be ex­ 
ploded at an altitude of about 500 
miles, the highest ever. 
Scientists want 
to find out 
whether such high-altitude blasts. 
by knocking out radio and radar, 
could create an electronic smoke 
screen for sneak atomic attacks 
or if they' also could be used as 
a defense against intercontinental 
missiles 
Martin Ry le, a British radio-as­ 
tronomer, said the Van Allen belt 
might be “so badly twat Hut it 
may never be quite the same in 
my lifetime " 
But U.S. scientists said the Van 
Allen belt has been disturbed by 
solar flares but quickly returned 
to normal, and then expected it 
to do about the same after the 
nuclear blasts.

on is paper stolen from the In­ 
ternal Revenue," Motto testified 
Markley said.

Motto held 
the card up for the jury to see. 
Motto also testifed that when 
Boyance returned he was taken 
for a ride with William Kiefaber, 
one of the defendants, and with 
Markley in the front seat. They 
all discussed prices for the bogus 
bills. 
Motto said Boyance spoke up 
saying he wanted $25 a haundred 
for the bogus bills and "I told 
him I didn’t think I could get 
more than $23."
